It will be, to use an Amer- 
IC£m term, a packed caucus of men on 
whoso brovrs England has stamped the 
brand of servitude. There no man win 
be. In vhose soul exists the thought of 
Ireland as a nation. No compromise can 
there be on the question of nationhood 
and liberty. 
A legislative assembly In 


Dublin would not. and could not, mean 
nationhood for Ireland. 


"The measure of home rule proposed 


by Gladstone was really an Insult to the 
lntelllgei.ce and manhood of the Irish 
people. ;r had not about li even the 
shadow of 'legislative Independence,' and 
would have made Ireland a crippled 
province. 
This was the triumph of 


'constitutional' agitation, carried on for 
13 years, a; an enormous cost. Further 
fruit was the denationalizing for a time 
of the great bulk of the people, and be- 
trayals which mark a sad page In Irish 
history. 


"The Irish JCatlonallet leaders of this 


country denounced the measure, and 
pointed out that Gladstone would be- 
tray those who pinned their faith In 
him. They ha<l not mistaken their man. 
When Lord Rosebory succeqded him aa 
leader of the Liberal party, they sounded 
again <i note of warning, and proclaimed 
that home rule would be shelved. The 
Irl=h Nationalist leaders knew that the 
whigs could not be true to their history 
arid bo honest; and they haci not learned 
yet to yut their'trust In the English, 
enemy. That these leaders were right 
goes without challenge. 


"We, 
today, sound a warning note. "We 


say the so-called convention of the Irish 
race Is a fraud on the face of it.

"Fair trial to constitutional methods! 


Are not 17 years sufficient for a fair trial? 
During these years millions of dollars 
have been spent, and more of her chil-

•Deen slain in war. 
And for all, we have 


naught but thv proposal to give consti- 
tutional methods a fair trial. 


"Such a proposition could be made only 


by a prince of knaves or a madman. 
They have got a fair trial. Irish people 
stood ty patiently while they were bein^ 
humbugged. They must do so no longer- 
No, men of the Irish race, you are not 
fools, you cannot allow- this humbug in 
perpetuity. You cannot sacrifice your 
country in' this hour, when the British 
empire Is about to fall to pieces and the 
nations of the world are closing In on 
your enemy. Canada Is marching to in- 
dependence: Australia is getting ready 
to do so. will you permit your country 
to perish as a British province? Will 
you not rather prepare yourselves for a 
gigantic struggle for independence and 
nationhood. 


"The 'world is with you In the fight, if 


•you act the part of men. Begging at the 
doors ot Downing street, waiting, faivn- 
iflSi cringing, crouching at the feet of 
men like Balfour and Chamberlain, will 
not win Ireland's 'independence. 
You 


^ood men and true must see to it that 
Ireland Is not again chained to the corpse 
ot constitutional agitation. There is no 
hope for Ireland within the scope of the 
li-itish constitution. To revolution alone 
sli'e must look for her redemption. God 
nve Ireland."

PTJTURE OF CHINESE EMPIKE 


DEPEITDS ON ENGLAND, 


Leading Nien Confer With 


Li Hung Chang. 


The Remedy with 


a Record. 


Ixmdon, Aug. S.—Li Hung Chang con- 


tinues Lo be the center oC marked at- 
tention from commercial nnd social cir- 
'jJcs, and the government is apparently 
making every effort to do honor to thy 
nation's guest. The famous Chinaman 
way the guest of the China association 
at a banquet at the Hotel AEuiropok! last 
niijht. 
Li\ made his appearance at the 


bELmiuetlng board in nis yellow Jacket 
and peacock feather. 
The skirt of hi. 


dreas was blue, and he wore the riband 
and star of the Victorian order. 


The usual toa:;ts of loyalty and courtesy 


were drunk to the queer: and to the Em- 
peror of China, after which came the 
toast to th.e fc-uest of the evening. Sir 
CVcil Smith, who was chairman oC the 
evening, in toasting LI Hung Chant;, 
said thai he wsus heartily Wtilcumc, If lor 
no other reason than that he had been 
the lifelong friend of "Chinese" Goruon- 
Ll Hung Chang \vas governor of th'! 
province of Klang-Cee in I860, when Gen- 
eral Gordon entered upon his work of 
suppressing; the Taipinjj rebellion in that 
province, and the two men were always 
afterward friends. 


LI Hung Chang had w-r!tten hla reply 


to the toast, and it was read to the com- 
pany by an Interpreter. He expressed 
Jils sincere pleasure at the reception ac- 
corded hlrn. He said, that the difricultieu 
between China and England were the 
result of misunderstandings. To Eng- 
land, he continued, was mainly due the 
m-rit of bringing the leading commer- 
cial people oE the west Into fruitful in- 
tercourse with what he might venture to 
call, without arrogance, the leading 
commercial people of the east, thu:i 
gradually Jeadinj: China Into the uni- 
versal comky of nations. The road to 
crreat achievement, his speech proceeded, 
sometimes leads to rough passages In 
the intercourse of nations, but Eny'.and 
had been considerate and fair, and had 
therefore pained China's confidence. H^ 
added, however, that there remains still 
someihing to be done to maintain good 
relations, ana he hoped that his visit j 
would remove all difficulties in the way 
of complete harmony. He said that his 
eyes had been opened to many things 
y^nce he had been in England, and ho 
hoped that the Eng-liFh would take a 
warmer interest in the affairs of China 
and Iri her commercial prosperity. A de- 
riire for peace, he added, dominates all 
the efforts of China. 


"If we have relied overmuch," said LI, 


"upon our pacific feelings, to save ua 
from unprovoked aggression. It Is a fault 
engendered by a long course of national 
custom. Nobody is so sanguine as to ex- 
pect to change the current of thought 
of a people so numerous as the Chinese 
In a single generation. 
Time, much 


patience and forbearance must be al- 
lowed before China can be brought to 
regard International affairs from the 
same point of view as do tlie western 
peoples. The basis of all real progress 
In this direction, strange as it seems, is 
conservatism, 
and 
especially 
that 


China's integrity should be preserved; 
for If that be threatened the prestige of 
the government will be Impaired, and 
we shall have no alternative but an- 
archy." 


fie then recalled the struggle In which 


•"Chinese" Gordon was concerned, when 
England's farseein^ policy of support of 
the constituted authority in China was 
rewarded by 30 years of successful com- 
merce. British Interests, he said, were 
now precisely the same. Trade is free 
to all. and untrammelled commerce is 
the common ground. "Our interests," 
said the Chinese diplomat, "run parallel. 
We should like to bable to reckon upon 
"We should like to be able to reckon upon 
the support of tho commercial powers 
should our Independence ever be threat- 
ened from any quarter." ' 


In conclusion, he offered his congratu- 


lations on the admirable work of the 
China association In clearing away the 
difficulties to Intercourse between the 
two countries. 


George N. Curzon, in replying to the 


toast of "The Guests," alluded to the in- 
tellectual vitality and physical courage 
which enabled LI Hung Chang to under- 
take his Journey. No spectacle, he con- 
tinued, was more pleasing than to see 
China rising phoenlx-llke from the ashes 
of her Immemorial post to devote her- 
self to the energetic development of her 
incomparable resources.

London, Aug. 8.—LI Huns Chang con- 


tinues to be the center of marked at- 
tention from commercial and social cir- 
cles, and the government is apparently 
making every effort to do honor to the 
nation's guest. The famous Chinaman 
v.-as the guest of the China association 
at a LianquL't at the Hotel Metropole last, 
nisht. Li made his appearance at tho 
banqueting board in hin yellow Jacket 
and peacock leather. The bkirt of hi-; 
drtiis was blue, and he wore the riband 
and star of the- Victorian order. 


The usual toasts of loyalty and courtesy 


were drunk to the queen and to the Em- 
peror of China, after which came the 
toast to tho guest of the evening. Sir 
Cfcil Smith, who was chairman oC the 
L'Vor.ing. In toasting LI Hung Chang, 
said that he was ht-arlily welcome, If for 
no olhur reason than that he had been, 
'.he lifelong friend of "Chinese" Gordon. 
L.I Hung Chang was governor of tin; 
province of Kiiing-Cee in 1S60, when Gen- 
eral Gordon eniored upon his work of 
suppressing the Talping rebellion In that 
province, and the two men. were always 
afterward friends. 


Li Hung Chang had written his reply 


to the toast, and it was read to the com- 
pany by an interpreter. He expressed 
his sincere pleasure at the reception ac- 
corded him. He said thai the difficulties 
between China and England were the 
result of misunderstandings. To Eng- 
land, he continued, was mainly due the 
merit of brlr.gln.j the leading commer- 
cial people of thc.> west Into fruitful in- 
tercourse with what he might venture to 
call, without arrogance, the leading 
commercial people of the east, thus 
gradually leading China Into the uni- 
versal comity of nations. The road to 
great achievement, his speech proceeded, 
sometimes leads to rough passages in 
the intercourse- of nations, but England 
had been considerate and fair, and had 
therefore gained China's confidence. He 
added, however, that there remains still 
something to be done to maintain good 
relations, and he hoped that his visit 
would remove all difficulties in the way 
of complete lisrmony. He said that his 
eyes had be«n opened to mar.y things 
since he had been in England, and he 
hoped that the English would take a 
warmer Interest in the affairs of China 
and In her commercial prosperity. A de- 
sire for peace, he added, dominates all 
the efforts of China. 


"If we have relied overmuch," said LI, 


"upon our pacific feelings, to save un 
from unprovoked aggression, It is a fault 
engendered by a long course of national 
custom. Nobody is so sanguine as to ex- 
pect to change the current of thought 
of a people so numerous as the Chinese 
In a single generation. 
Time, much 


patience and forbearance must be al- 
lowed before China can be brought to 
regard International affairs from the 
same point of view as do the -western 
peoples. The basis of all real progress 
in this direction, strange as It seems, is 
conservatism, 
and 
especially 
that 


China's Integrltj' should be preserved; 
for If that be threatened the prestige of 
the government will be impaired, and 
we shall have no alternative but an- 
archy." 


He then recalled the struggle In which 


"Chinese" Gordon was concerned, when 
England's farscelng policy of support of 
the constituted authority in China was I 
rewaj-ded by 30 years of successful com- 
merce. British Interests, he said, were 
now precisely the same- Trade is free 
to all, and untrammelled commerce Is 
the common ground. "Our Interests," • 
said the Chinese diplomat, "run parallel. 
We should like to bable to reckon upon 
We should like to be able to reckon upon 
the support of the commercial powers 
should our Independence ever be threat- 
ened from any quarter." 


In conclusion, he offered his congratu- 


lations on the admirable work of the 
China association In clearing away the 
dlfllcultios to intercourse between the 
two countries. 


George N. Curzon, in replying to the 


toast of "The Guests," alluded to the In- 
tellectual vitality and physical courage 
which enabled LI Hung Chang to under- 
take his Journey. No spectacle, he con- 
tinued, was more pleasing than to see 
China, rising phoenix-like from the ashea 
of her immemorial past to devote her- 
self to the energetic development of her 
Incomparable resources.

The collapse also 
Increased the caution of bankers and 
other lenders regarding loans on se- 
curities of a similar character.

payable abroad.

The post ofaco, a want 
long since felt, ia another great acquisi- 
tion, for which the town too long suC- 
fnred, but in both of these above namod 
iinildinps if, pan Ion me, a Cevr square 
inches- of ground could huve possibly 
net:u thiuu'n in, so as to prevent the ap- 
pearnnce of their absolutely crowding 
themselves into .the street, it would have 
iiildetl an hundred times to the general 
uppearance and result.

However, to have them at 
all, -with or without grounds, is such an 
innovation as to make our grandfathers 
turn in their graves in surprise, at what

If this 
criticism, kindly meant, should have the 
effect of invoking a little more system and 
order on the boulevard, I am sure those 
who frequent that really beautiful spot 
will have every reason to be grateful, 
while those who are aiming at racu course 
honors, will perhaps learn that they must 
control themselves and their tempers, be- 
fore they caa ever expect to become mas- 
ters of the horse.
